She claimed that she had been the secretary of 
Shri Subhas Chandra Bose at Vienna in 1936 and 1937, and 
that their acquaintanceship had led to their marriage 
before Shri Subhas Chandra Bose left for the Far East in 
the begining of 1943. They had a daughter named Anita. 

Frau Schenkl is reported to have explained that she did nc 
write to ask for money, but to let Shri Sarat Chandra Bose 
know that Subhas Chandra Bose was married, that she was 
his wife, and that they had a daughter. 




We have no information about the present financial 
resources of the mother and daughter. It" is known that 
Frau Schenkl was in occasional correspondence with Shri 
Sarat Chandra Bose during his life-time,- as well as his 
daughter Shrimati Chitra. These letters were written from 
Ferrogasse 24, Vienna XVIII/110, Austria. 
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According to an unconfirmed report, Frau Schenkl is 
employed at the G.P.O. at Vienna. Her child and she were 
reported to have spent a fortnight at Glyon, in Switzerlai 
with Shri Sarat Chandra Bose and his family during their 


last European tour. A tentative suggestion made at the 
time, that the mother and child should visit India, was 
reported to have been infructuous, probably because the 
suggestion was left for reconsideration during Shri Sarat 
Chandra Bose's next visit to Europe.
